At that moment the Guerriere gave a 
succession of heavy plunges, and the 
clear tones of a hue bell rang over the 
water. 

"Go get the Knzlishmatrs hell." said 
the lieutenant to the midshipman. 
"There will be no further use for It on 
bssrd that craft." 

The Onerrlsrs surrendered at 7 
o'clock In the evening of Aug. 10. 1812, 
and at 8 O'clock the same evening Pe- 
ter Socest's bell In sonorous tones rang 
out the hour on board "Old Ironsides." 

With the lapse of time the bell, nmid 
the confusion and debris common to a 
great navy yard, became misplaced, 
lost Its Identity and was thrust care 
lessly to one side. It found Its way to 
the scrap heap, was afterward sold by 
the United States and finally came to 
r.-st in its present quarters.-Boston 
Post. 

AN ANI MAL IN PAIN. 

It Suffer* Less Than Man on Account 
of Its Low Intelligence. 

It Is a platitude that "pnlu Is as one 
feels it." But that statement falls a 
considerable way short of the truth. 
The measure of pain undoubtedly de- 
I'cnds us much upon realization, com- 
parison and constructive memory as 
upon sensation. In other words, the 
individual with the most highly devel-' 
oped imagination enjoys and suffers 
most intensely, though not perhaps 
most violently. Pain and death are 
terrible in proportion as one is capable 
of relating them to experience. To 
children they are not terrible In this 
sense, because children have small 
experience and even smaller powers 
of llMlgtllfog relations. 

In the ease of animals the power of 
constructing a memory picture and re- 
lating the same to present coadlttoni 
is probably exceedingly low , if not en- 
tirely absent. Pain to an animal rep 
resents an unpleasant experience 
begun and ended sharply. It Is un 
related. It has no social or moral Big 
HUcancSi It is not terrible ill the wiile 
sense. An animal lives from moment 
to moment. At any given moment its 
happiness is a qoeetlou in the main of 
physical comfort. The caged skylark 
(though it must not be si i , posed thai 
this is any defense of an objections blc 
practice) experience* none of the 
misery of (lie Mgsd man. It does not 
know that its liberty Is hopelessly lost 
It cannot relate its present position 
to pant experience in the way in which 
a prisoner can ami must to, The cage 
is merely un accidental obstruction 
which may at any moment disappear. 
Should the bird stop struggling It doer, 
so because struggling Is unpleasant, 
not because it is hopeless —J^ondon 
Chronicle.

"We need more 
producers and fewer consumers" Is 
the cry of the people today. We need 
more educated farmers, real farmers 
who can Uemonstrate the facts of 
science. 

Not long ago I heard a teacher 
say, "1 do love to teach agriculture, 
but I hate to demonstrate It." That 
is the trouble of the world today. 
We have too many teachers and not 
enough demonstrators. 

It has always been a great mystery 
to me why so many people look on 
farming as a low calling when all of 
our greatset men come from the 
farm and like to boast of It. 
the preacher, lawyer and any- 
professional man, and he likes to 
boast about being raised on the farm. 
The farmer is the very bone and 
sinew of our government. Then why 
should we be ashamed of our pro- 
fession and teach our chllUren that 
farming is an unthankful calling? We 
should make the farm more attract- 
ive and restore the natural resources 
as much as possible. I believe if the 
boy's natural sport was restored there 
would be but few boys leave the 
farm. When the forest was lull of 
game and the creeks were full of 
fish we heard veo little said about 
the boy leaving the farm. What is 
« renter sport tor boys than fishing 
and hunting, where there is plenty 
i f fish and game? It seems to be a 
instinct in a boy to enjoy 
sport of that kind. It is a sport that 
the Allwlse set apart for the boys. 
Those were the happiest days of our 
life when we usi'd to roam the woods 
and hunt for the fox squirrel and fish 
for the sun i>erch aril the mudcat.
